Identified by Dimples. 

The girl was traced by detectives from 
duwntown to the Gebhardt home. The 
officers had her description, and knew 
she was an actress. They expected to 
find her on the streets downtown or 
about some of the hotels frequented by 
theatrical people. While walking east 
on Olive street shortly before noon they 
saw a pretty young woman who had a 
dcuble dimple in her chin. Her stature 
resembled the description sent from 
New York, including the dimples, and 
the detectives followed her. When they 
saw-her enter the Gebhardt home the 
officers asked to see Miss Stoll. The 
rretty young woman said that was her 
name. She then was arrested. 

She wore an expensive tan skirt, an 
embroidered cream-colored silk waist, 
a big green peach-basket hat, trimmed 
with pink roses, and a three-quarter 
length black silk coat. She has brown 
eyes and brown hair. 

“Does a Musical Turn. 

She told Chief Young that she met 
Oakley six weeks ago while both were 
appearing at a theater in Utica, N. Y. 
Sbe said she appeared in legitimate 
drama until] two years ago, when she 
became understudy to Olive Vail ‘ni mu- 
sical] comedy. She recently has béen do- 
ing a musical turn on various’ mstru- 
ménts in a musical comedy, ‘she said. 

Oakley made love to her*in Utica, she 
said, and asked her to marry him. He 
told her, she said, that his first wife 


i had been dead only two months, and 


asked her to delay the ceremony a short 
time. They went to New York together 
expected to fit up a flat in which they 
were to live after their- marriage, she 
said. 

Three weeks ago Oakley went to Balti- 
more and left in her care the jewels she 
now is charged with stealing, she told 
Chief Young. The collection included a 
diamond brooch, two pairs of diamond 
earrings, a diamond'ring, and a wedding 
ring. 

Tells of Selling Earnings. 

After Oakley left she decided he “‘wag 
trying to make a fool of her,” she said, 
and she came to St. Louis. Before leav- 
ing she pawned the brooch for $260, and 
a pair of earrings for $35, bringing the 
Other jewels with her, she said. 

She said she had met Mrs. Gebhardt 
while she was playing in St. Louis sev- 
eral years ago. She intended, she said, 
to come to stay with Mrs. Gebhardt and 
hide, so that she would not be found 
by the New York police. 

She lost a ring and one of the ear- 
rings and $100 in money after she came 
to St. Louis, she told, but was afraid 
to report the loss to the police because 
it might lead to her detection. She sold 
the remaining earring for $20 at a pawn- 
shop, she said. 

Offers to Return Chain. 

The wedding ring she gave to an ac-

Gifford Pinchot, chief forester in. the 
Roosevelt administration, at the after- 
noon session testified to the temperate 
habits of the pleintiff.

I 
saw him usually alone, sometimes in the 
morning and sometimes in the after- 
noon,’ usually in his office, but some- 
times, when, tn order to lose not a min- 
ute’ in his work, he received visitors 
while lying in the barber's chair. . 

“T have never detected the odor of 
Inquor on his breath, never saw him in 
the slightest degree under the influence 
ef Hquor and néver saw his manner in 
any way changed from its ordinary 
one.””

PRISONER WHO ESCAPED 
FROM PULLMAN CAPTURED 


Alleged Crook ‘Was on Way to 
Buy Feminine Garb at Albu- 


querque to Disguise Himself. 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., May 29.— 
James Arthur Baker, alleged notorious 
crook, who was arrested at Kansas City 
recently anad egcaped at Flagstaff, 
Ariz., from Sheriff Wilson of Riverside, 
Cal., and a deputy while being taken 
back to that city for trial on a charge 
of grand larceny and forgery, was cap- 
tured here today by Chief of Police 
Thomas McMillen. 

Baker at first denied his identity, but 
confessed after he had made a des- 
perate attempt to escape on reaching 
the city jail. He was thwarted by a 
newspaper reporter and Chief McMillen 
after a struggle. 

Baker told of his escape from a draw- 
ingroom of a Santa Fe train while the 
officers slept. He crawled through the 
ventilator in the ceiling and rode on top 
of the Pullman to the first stop, where 
he jumped off and escaped. With $70, 
which he had taken from the pocketbook 
belonging to one of the officers, he 
bought a ticket east on the next train, 
arriving here yesterday.

Democrats Are Expected to Join 
Republicans in Calling for 
Thorough Investigation. 


RESOLUTION UP TODAY 


Some Believe President Wilson 
Should Not Be Required to 
Supply List of Names. 


By Wire From the Washiagton Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 29.—An investi- 
gation by a Senate committee of the va- 
rious lobbies that have filled the hotels 
and haunted the corridors of the Capi- 
tol for months, now is regarded as as- 
sured. It is predicted that the resolu- 
tion offered by Senator Cummins will 
be adopted with but little opposition 

and delay. 

Democratic leeaders expressed the be- 
sief today that the majority will join 
the Republicans in providing for the 
most drastic inquiry. ‘Much irritation 
is felt because Senator Owen objected 
to consideration of the Cummins reso- 
lution when introduced. Democrats feel 
that it places them in the position of 
sceking to cover something. 

There is some discussion among Dem- 
ocratic leaders in regard to modifying or 
eliminating that provision in the Cum- 
mins resolution which requests Presi- 
dent Wilson to furnish a list of names, 
including all those to whom he referred 
in his recent statement on the matter 
of lobbying against the Underwood tar- 
iff bill. Some believe the President 
should not be required to supply any 
names or enter into the investigation. 

Time Limit Ten Days. 

There is also-a doubt as to whether 
the inquiry can be completed within the 
19 days suggested by Cummins. It would 
be necessary within that time to exam- 
ine every Senator, possibly all Repre- 
sentatives and many outside persons in 
a position to have knowledge of lobby- 
ing. 

It is accepted as certain that almost 
every member of Congress will declare 
that he has not been approached in an 
improper manner. The Cummins resol:i- 
tion will come up automatically imme- 
diately after the routine business today. 
lt will be discussed then, unless some 
good reason is offered for deferring the 
matter until next week. 

The Continental Sugar Co. of Ohio, 
controlled by the Oxnard Beet Sugar 
Co., operates three plants in Ohio.

A farmer of Putnam County sent one 
of the petitions to the Senator today. 
The farmer signed the mimeographed 
petition, afterward read it carefully and 
wrote the following on the margin: 

“This was handed me by one of the 
Continental Field men of one of the 
beet sugar factories at our Farmers’ 
Institute. The farmers have tried their 
best to get the companies to raise the 
price per ton from $5 to $%. The fac- 
tories combine; all pay the same price. 
Factories don’t sell sugar to home towns, 
I believe they are all combined. Do as 
you please,”’

"WITH “ONE 
WIFE IN THOUSAND" 


Editor Henninger, 55, Testifies in 
His Divorce Suit Against 
Woman, 26. 


Charies J. Henninger, 55 years old, of 
Wellzton, testified Thursday in Judge 
Wurdeman’s court at Clayton, in his suit 
to divorcee Mrs, Cecelia A. Henninger, 
26, that in the seven months they lived 
together they had numerous “spats,” 
“fighte,” “quarrels” and “scraps.” He 
summed up the misunderstanding in a 
statement to Judge Wurdeman as ‘‘very 
pleasant ‘little misunderstandings.” 

Mrs. Henninger, who, after their mar- 
riage in June, 1912, was termed by her 
husband as “one woman in a thousand,” 
and “the sweetest wife in thg world,” 
sat beside her lawyer dressed entirely 
in white. Henninger’s daughters were 
in court to testify in of their 
father, 

Smiles, Nudges Her Lawyers. 

Her blue eyes danced as she smiled 
and nudged her lawyer when Hen- 
ninger declared on the witness stand 
that he was supremely happy with 
his young wife for two weeks and a 
half after their marriage. 

Their first “scrap” was caused by 
the failure of his wife to have sup- 
per ready one evening when he got 
home from the office of his newspa- 
per, the St. Louis County Herald, pub- 
lished at Welston. He said he went 
to the home of his daughter and sat 
down to the table to eat. 

“Suddenly my wife rushed into the 
room, grabbed the plate from which 
I was eating, and smashed it against 
the screen door,” he testified. “I said 
to. her, ‘Durn you, don’t you ever do 
that again.’” 

His wife apparently did not think 
he meant it, he declared, for she 
grabbed him by the neck and collar 


and pulled off his shirt, scatering the 
buttons “in every direction,” he said. 


“Showed White Feather.” 

“I showed the white feather right 
there,’’ he testified as he looked appeal- 
ingly to the Judge. ‘I ran 60 feet into 
the yard to get away from her, and 
when I looked back I saw her coming 
with a broomstick. I ran up a stair- 
way trying to find a refuge of safety. 
My wife found she couldn’t reach me, 
so she hurled the broomstick at me, and 
missed me, but broke three uprights in 
the banisters.”’ 

Henninger explained that he remained 
in his “refuge of safety” until he was 
called down and was told that his wife 
had “taken something.”” He called a 
doctor, he said, and found that his wife 
had swallowed wood alcohol. She was 
revived, he testified. 

Henninger referred to the second 
quarrel as a “‘spat.”” It resulted, he 
testified, after he found her paper hair 


curlers In a sideboard drawer,

“I told her I objected to having her 
curling apparatus in the drawer with 
the knives and forks,” he declared, “and — 
told her she must keep them in her room 
‘ron her dresser.’’ 

“Scrap” No, 3 followed Hrs, Henning 
er’s attempt to make coffee in a hurry 
one morning, according to Henninger. 
He testified that she made the coffee in 


in it. The percolator was melted and 
destroyed, he declared, and was demol- 
ished when ft was hurled against a wali 
in the “fuss.” 


objected to his wife’s continuously 
using olive oil in cooking, he said, 

“Why, Judge, she cooked steak in 
olive ofl, she roasted meat soaked in 
olive oil, and even fried potatoes in 
olive oil,” he declared as he turned to 
the Judge. “And when I objected, my 
wife said to me, ‘I’m cook around here, 
and if you don’t like it, you can go to 
h—l? ” 

“Pye Gone a Hundred Times.” 

Henninger hesitated, squirmed in his 
chair and turned to face Judge Wur- 
deman, as he declared pathetically: 

“Judge, I’ve gone to h—l a hundred 
times.” 

The sixth “scrap’’ was two days after 
he had given a birthday party, Hen- 
ninger testified. 
“TI eriticised Cecelia for placing one | 
of my guests, who stayed all night, 

in a cot in the hall, tnstead of in the 
vacant bedroom,” he declared. “Her 

answer was ‘I’m running this house, 

and if you don’t jike it you can go 

to h—1}.’” 

Mrs. Henninger got angry because 
of the criticism, according to hig tes- 
timony, and declared she would “kill 
them both.” 

“Don't kill me, for I want to live 
25 years longer, yet,’ I told her,” 
he testified. 

In October, after a “scrap,” Mrs. 
Henninger bid her husband good- 
by, he testified, and went to her 
room. He investigated a little later. 
he said, and found her lying on his 
desk, apparently unconscious. 

“I called a doctor again,” he said, 
“and the doctor found she was sham- 
ming. ut that did not scare me 
after wht I had gone through.” 

In cross-examination Henninger said 
that he and his wife had had “over 100 
spats,”’ and admitted that a few of them 
Were started because of his criticisms. 
“But the main trouble was over her 
cooking with olive oil,”’ he declared.

Confessor to Many Fake Bur- 
glary Tales Fools Wright 
County, Mo., -Sheriff. 


The Sheriff of Wright County, Mo., 
has the sworn confession of ‘‘Shorty’’ 
Sullivan, that he and three others 
robbed the banks at Mansfield and Ali- 
ton (Mo.), in addition to blowing open 
numerous postoffice safes in various 
sections of the country. 

The Sheriff is holding ‘‘Shorty’” upv- 
der special guard and entertaining vi- 
sions of what he is going to do when 
he collects all the rewards that are on 
‘“Shorty’s™ head. 

But C. L. Patterson, local representa- 
tive of the Burns Detective Agency, 
and members of the St. Louis Police 
Department say “Shorty” is only fool- 
ing. : 

He’s just a make-believe bank rob- 
ber, they say; and they have distinct 
recollections of past confessions made 
by “Shorty” to back up their conclu- 
sion. 

Has “Mysterious Smile.” 

Five years ago, Patterson, then a 
Postoffice Inspector, interviewed Sulli- 
van in the jail at Bloomington, Il. The 
Sheriff there had telegraphed that he 
had a self-confessed postoffice robber. 
Patterson describes ‘‘Shorty’’ as the 
man with the “‘mysterious smile.’’ He 
says the prisoner, on that occasion, con- 
fessed to having blown the safe in the 
postoffice at Morgan, Vt. 

When the postmaster at Morgan was 


asked for a report on the robbery, he 


replied there had been no robbery, and 
later investigation by a corps of in- 
spectors verified the postmaster’s re- 
port. 

Now His Name’s “Dead Shot.” 

Three weeks ago, the Sheriff of 
Wright County arrested a man giving 
his name as Thomas ‘‘Dead Shot” Aij- 
len. The latter had been loitering 
about the town of Hartville, and when 
the Sheriff questioned him, he smiled 
in such a mysterious way that the of- 
ficer became very suspicious. 

“Guess you want to talk to me about 
that bank job at Mansfield,’”’ said the 
prisoner as he was being led to the 
cooler. “And, maybe, you'll, ask me 
about that Alton job, too.”’

Trendall and Kelly came into the 
ring looking fit, and Kelly said he 
was strong and had experienced no 
difficulty in making 135 pounds at 3 
o'clock for the match, despite the 
belief of many fans that he could not 
do so without weakening himself. He 
certainly carried no extra weight and 
it was evident that he had trained 
faithfully; but if the hard work kad 
sapped his strength he did not show 
it at any stage of the battle. 

On the centrary, it was his strength 
that stood him well in hand and 
pulled him through a trying and des- 
perate siege in the sixth round, after 
Trendall had succeeded in landing 4 
terrific right-hand punch to the jaw 
that bewildered Kelly, and had fol- 
lowed it by straight left punches, 
hard right counters and uppercuts 
that sent the red-haired lad reeling 
about the ring, with Trendall on top 
of him every instant of the time 
an effort to end the battle with a 
knockout punch. 

Kelly hung on gamely, covering 
and fighting back as best he could, 
but refusing to break ground more 
than he had to, and Trendall almost 
fought himself out trying to end the 
battle then and there. 

When the round ended Kelly had 
been pounded weak, while Trendall 
was very tired from his effort to put 
his opponent away. It was then that 
Kelly’s splendid condition told! and 
he recuperated wonderfully well. 

In the first two rounds exchanges 
were fairly even in a fine exhibition of 
clever boxing. Both were willing to 
mix it, and a few seconds before the 
bell ended the second round Kelly tore 


in the fifth round and shortly aft- 
er the beginning hooked a hard 
right to the corner of Trendall’s left eye 
and sent him whirling across the ring.

Action to Stop Odors. 


Packing house odors which made life 
miserable in a i:arge rection of the West 
End residence district Wednesday night 
brought forth so many complaints fromm 
dwellers on lAndell boulevard, Forest 


Park boulevard and other streets that it 
was announced Thureday that the Civic 
league and the Health Department will 
start a campaign to stop this nuisance. 

The odors are believed by West End 
residents to come from the adjoining 
plants of the St. Louts Dressed Heef Co 
end the Independent Packing Co., at 
Chouteau and Vandeventer avenues. Of- 
ficials of both packing plants deny re- 
aponsibility for the odors, each trying to 
ehift the blame on the other. according 
to Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of the 
Civic League. 

Will Seek Subecriptions. 

Raldwin, Thureday, said that the 
League will ask for popular subscrip- 
tions to bring Injunction proceedings 
against the plants. Assistant Health 
Commissioner Jordan said that he 
had appointed two tinepectors to 
watch the plants and that he will 
bring condemnation proceedings if 
he can fix the responsibility. 

Cc K. Urquhart, secretary and man- 
ager of the St. Louls Dressed Beef & 
Provision Co., denied that Wednesday 
night's odors came from his plant and 
suggested that they may have come 
from the large packing plants on the 
east side of the river, more than six 
miles away. 

Under the law the Health Department 
has the power to bring condemnation 
proceedings against a manufacturing 
pliant. If the plant is proved to be a 
nuisance it can be enjoined from oper- 
ating until the defect is remedied. This 
was done in the case of a candle manu- 
facturing company in St. Louts in 1906. 
The company was restrained from oper- 
ating and remained out of business sev- 
eral months. When it reopened it was 
equipped with odor-klilling devices. 

“The Civic League will leave nothing 
undone in ita effort to suppress these | 
packing house odors,” said Secretary 
Baldwin to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
“No new legisiation is needed. The 
Board of Health may proceed under the 
nuisance laws, or citizens may obtain

No warship afloat equals 
her, being 27,560 tons, engines 70,000 horsepower, 
and it is a significant fact that the Japanese sail- 
ors are the only men who ever sunk an enamy’s 
ship with shots from a 12-inch gun. 

We hope there will be no war, but let us trust 
in Providence and make smokeless powder.
